Additional Classroom Space 


Enrollment Rise 
Creates a 
Space Problem 


The record’ enrollment at 
Broome Community College and 
the increase in applications for 
next fall are forcing the college 
trustees and administration to find 
more space for classrooms and 
laboratories in September. 


With the plan to add a pre-en- 
gineered building to the campus 
blocked by legal questions and the 
lack of time, efforts are now cen- 
tered on finding space in buildings 
in the area, both on and off 
campus. 


“We need the equivalent of 
about seven classrooms for the fall 
to accommodate the number of 
students we anticipate,” said BCC 
President Donald W. Beattie re- 
cently. 


“Then we will require another 
seven rooms for laboratories for 
existing and developing needs and 
for office space. We are examining 
a number of options in the area of 
the campus and in the western end 
of Broome County,” he added. 


The Alms House, which is the 
building that formerly housed the 
poor of the county, is located on 
the BCC campus and it appears 
that college and county officials 
may be close to agreement that 
renovating that building will pro- 
vide some relief to the problem. 


The building was formerly used 
by the college for its Kinder Kare 
or child care service, which has 
since been moved to the United 
Nimmonsburg Methodist Church 
on Front Street just above the 
college. 


It seems that renovating that 
building would be the least ex- 
pensive option, and it is one that 
could be implemented between 
now and Sept. 1, Beattie said. 


He also noted that there is a 
possibility of renting space in 
buildings close to the BCC cam- 
pus, as well as renting facilities in 
the western end of Broome Coun- 
ty to accommodate people living 
there for at least one day a week.

BCC Selected to Conduct Energy Audits 


College Covers 
10-County Area 
In NYS Program 


Broome Community College is 
one of nine two-year colleges in 
New York State that has been 
chosen to conduct energy audits 
of public buildings to identify en- 
ergy conservation opportunities. 

The program is a joint venture 
of the State Energy Office and the 
State University of New York, and 
students in BCC’s Mechanical 
Engineering Technology program 
and its Engineering Science cur- 
riculum will be conducting the 
energy audits under the super- 
vision of Herbert L. Durst of the 
BCC faculty. 


Personnel from State Univer- 
sitys Atmospheric Sciences Re- 
search Center in Albany came 
to Binghamton to train the BCC 
students who are participating in 
the audit. 


“Students in BCC’s Mechanical 
Engineering Technology and its 
Engineering Science programs 
have the proper background to be 
trained to conduct these energy 
audits,” Durst said. 

“They have been taught to be- 
come familiar with techniques em- 
ployed for conserving energy used 
for heating and lighting purposes 
and to be sensitive to wasteful 
practices.” 

Broome Community College is 
covering a 10-county area in this 
project, which will probably last 
into the fall. More than 500 public 
buildings are expected to be au- 
dited, Durst said. The 10 counties 
are Broome, Tioga, Chenango, 
Delaware, Chemung, Tompkins, 
Otsego, Cortland, Steuben and 
Schuyler. 

Anyone managing or responsi- 
ble for a public building in the 
10-county area who is interested 
in having an energy audit should 
contact Herbert Durst at Broome 
Community College (772-5000). 


Among the types of public 
buildings expected to be audited 
under this program are those 
owned by hospitals, local govern- 
ments, public care institutions, 
schools, colleges and universities. 

Each energy audit will include 
measuring a building’s total en- 
ergy consumption, identifying en- 
ergy-saving modifications to its 
operational and maintenance pro- 
cedures, and calculating the esti- 
mated energy savings that can be 
achieved when the identified 
modifications are implemented, 
according to State Energy Com- 
missioner James L. Larocca. 


State University Chancellor 
Clifton R. Wharton, Jr., said that 
the energy audit service is a per- 
fect example of the kind of public 
service that SUNY can deliver. 
And it is “only the latest SUNY 
achievement in the energy con- 
servation area,” he noted. 

The participating SUNY two-

BCC Faculty and Administration 
Write Articles for Publication 


Four faculty members and an 
administrator at Broome Commu- 
nity College have written articles 
that were or are to be published 
in educational publications, an- 
other faculty member has done a 
monograph that is currently being 
used in college classes, and an- 
other made a presentation recent- 





ly at a Harvard Business School 
faculty club, known as the Kress 
Society. 

Dr. Richard Romano, professor 
of economics at BCC, spoke to 
the Harvard group on “Engineer- 
ing and Economic Efficiency—The 
Case of Charles Babbage.” 

He also wrote an article on the 


Medical Lab Program 
Has In-Progress Status 


Broome Community College, 
which has nine of its academic 
programs accredited by profes- 
sional organizations, has initiated 
efforts to have the Medical Lab- 
oratory Technology program be- 
come the tenth curriculum ap- 
proved. 

The initial steps, which include 
a self study of the program, have 
been taken with the National Ac- 
crediting Agency for Clinical Lab- 
oratory Services (NAACLS) to 
have it evaluate the program for 
accreditation. 

The college has been granted 
in-progress status and is now 
awaiting word from NAACLS 
regarding a date for an on-campus 


-visit by an evaluation team. 
NAACLS is an_ independent 
accreditating organization that 


works in cooperation with the 
American Medical Association’s 
Council on Medical Education. 
Principal purpose of seeking ac- 
creditation at this time is to en- 
able BCC students in this curric- 


ulum to qualify for the annual 
certification test of the American 
Society of Clinical Pathologists, 
according to George Ferrari, 
chairman of BCC’s Medical Lab- 
oratory Technology program. 


Certification by this body en- 
hances a graduate’s job oppor- 
tunities in the field, and one must 
be enrolled in a NAACLS-ac- 
credited curriculum to be per- 
mitted to take that examination, 
Ferrari said. 

The Medical Laboratory Tech- 
nology curriculum has been in op- 
eration at BCC since 1966, and 
this year is the first time that its 
students have been required to be 
members of an NAACLS accred- 
ited program to be eligible for the 
certification exam, Ferrari said. 

BCC’s other programs that are 
accredited are the Chemical, Civil, 
Electrical and Mechanical Engi- 
neering Technology programs (by 
the Accreditation Board for En- 
gineering and Technology), Den-

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British economist Babbage, on 
whom he has done prime research 
in England. The article was called 
“Babbage on Monopoly—A Com- 
ment,” and it appeared in the 
“History of Political Economy,” a 
quarterly Journal published by 
Duke University. 


Dr. Gary Smith, vice-president 
for Student Affairs at BCC, wrote 
an article entitled “Assessing Ed- 
ucational Needs of Minority 
Groups,” and it was carried in a 
recent issue of MINORITY ED- 
UCATION. 


Smith conducted a needs study 
of Broome County’s Black popu- 
lation, age 17 and older. He found 
that Broome Community College’s 
policies, procedures and programs 
were meeting the eductional needs 
of the black minority in the area, 
in contrast to many institutions 
that give little more than lip ser- 
vice to minorities. 

Dr. William H. Murray, profes- 
sor of physics and engineering sci- 
ence, wrote an article for ACTA 
ASTRONOMICA, a research jour- 
nal in the field of astronomy. His 
article is called “A Recent Time 
of Minimum for V356 Sgr,” and it 
deals with matter transfer in a 
binary star system. It was sched- 
uled to appear in the spring issue 
of the quarterly. 

Joseph Long, associate profes- 
sor of chemistry, has had an ar- 
ticle accepted for publication this 
summer in MICROSYSTEMS, a 
journal concerned with S-100 
computer hardware and CP/M 
hardware.

Tuition Raised to $800—Its Still a Bargain 


New Rate 
Effective 
In the Fall 


Tuition at Broome Community 
College for the 1981-82 college 
year has been raised to $800 a 
year for full-time students who are 
residents of New York State. The 
decision to increase the tuition 
from $730 a year was made by the 
BCC Board of Trustees at their 
March monthly meeting. 

The new tuition rate goes into 
effect for the fall semester. 

Students who reside outside of 
New York State or who do not 
produce a certificate of residency 
will be charged $1,600 a year un- 
der the new tuition schedule, as 
the State Education Law calls for 
out-of-state students to pay twice 
the rate of New Yorkers. 

Under the new schedule, part- 
time students will be charged $32 
per semester credit hour, a slight 
increase over the current rate of 
$29 per credit hour. 

Inflation is the principal reason 
for the increase in tuition, as the 
costs of materials, supplies, equip- 
ment and salaries have all con- 
tinued to increase in the two years 
since the tuition was last raised, 
said BCC President Donald W. 
Beattie. 

He noted that BCC’s tuition is 
still far below the State University 
ceiling of $1,050, that 26 of 
SUNY’s 30 community colleges 
have been charging higher tui- 
tion than BCC’s $730, and that 
such financial aid as the state’s 
TAP (Tuition Assistance Pro- 
gram) will offset much of the in- 
crease for most students. 

Tuition is paid each semester, 
moreover, so that students or par- 
ents will pay $400 each time and 
not a lump sum of $800. 

The tuition for this year’s Sum- 
mer Session will be at the present 
rate of $29 per credit hour. 

“Neither the members of the 
BCC Board of Trustees nor I like 
to increase the tuition rate,” Pres- 
ident Beattie said. “But there is no 
other way for us to maintain the 
excellence of our academic pro- 
grams in light of today’s costs and 
the current levels of state and 
sponsor support. 

“We still think that students at- 
tending BCC receive outstanding 
value, even at $800 tuition per 
year. When compared with many 
of the nation’s four-year colleges, 
where tuition of $5,000 and more 
is not uncommon, our tuition is 
still a bargain.”

Tennis Team 
Runs Winning 
Streak to 12 


The BCC baseball Hornets ran 
into a six-game losing streak after 
winning their first three games this 
spring. They won the next two for 
a 5-6 won-lost getaway that 
marred the over-all record of the 
other spring sports teams. 

The tennis team started off 
with three consecutive victories 
to run their winning streak to 12 
dual matches in succession going 
back to last year. 

The golf team captured its own 
invitational tournament to open 
the season, as six Hornets finished 
in the first 10. Dave Branham’s 78 
was the low scorer in the event. 
They also won a tournament at 
Monroe CC in Rochester in their 
second competition. 

Coach Wayne Lockwood noted 
that the squad has good depth this 
spring—“as good a team as I’ve 
ever had.” 

The women’s softball team en- 
joyed a 3-1 getaway that included 
two forfeit victories. 

Inconsistent pitching except for 
Mike Mastro’s fine work has been 
the baseball team’s problem. 

Yes, spring is here, although it’s 
still too early for consistently good 
weather or to know for sure about 
BCC’s four spring sports teams. 


Milestone Year for Coach Baldwin 


Despite a defeat in the semi- 
finals of the regional basketball 
tournament, this was a good sea- 
son for the BCC basketball Hor- 
nets. They won 30 games and lost 
only four, while veteran coach 
Dick Baldwin set a number of 
coaching records. 

After the opening game victory 
in November made Baldwin the 
winningest two-year college coach 
ever, he kept guiding the Hornets 
to victory so that he became the 
second winningest college coach 
of all time—in the four-year and 
two-year college coaching ranks. 

The opening win gave Baldwin 
744 victories to surpass Floyd 
Wagstaff of Tyler (Texas) Junior 


College for the most triumphs in 
a coaching career in the two-year 
college ranks. 

Then during the season he over- 
took Western Kentucky’s Ed Did- 
dle (759), Oklahoma State’s Hank 
Iba (767) and Kansas’ Phog AI- 
len (771) in the number of career 
coaching wins. Only the famed 
Adolph Rupp at Kentucky now 
has more lifetime college coaching 
victories than Baldwin. He has a 
total of 847. Dick is now 773-226 
for a .774 percentage of success. 

For the seniors—Ron Thorpe, 
Bob Mastro, Jay Dilello and Rob 
Garbade—the 30-4 season record 
meant that they won 58 games 
and lost only seven during their 


two years as Hornets. 


Thorpe and Mastro were chosen 
the Most Valuable Hornet Play- 
ers for the season, Clenn Hampton 
was the most improved, and 
Thorpe was chosen to the first 
team All-Regional, honorable 
mention All-America and to the 
All-Star team in the regional tour- 
nament. 


Dilello was named to the all- 
regional 3rd team, and Garbade 
and Mastro were cited for honor- 
able mention. Garbade is set to go 
to St. Bonaventure in the fall and 
Mastro to Utica College. Hampton 
and Ted Taylor are the top fresh- 
men expected back next season. 


Mike Kuryla New Soccer Coach 


Mike Kuryla has been named 
the head soccer coach at Broome 
Community College for the 1981 
fall season, and he will be assisted 
by Denton Covert. Mike succeeds 
Wayne Lockwood who resigned 
the position after two years at the 
helm. 


Both Kuryla and Covert are 
licensed soccer coaches with con- 
siderable experience. Kuryla 


coached the junior varsity team at 
SUNY Binghamton for two years 
and the Broome County Strikes 
for three. He is also a former all- 


star player at SUNY Binghamton 
in the early 1970's. 

Covert coached the Johnson 
City High School varsity soccer 
team last year, and before that he 
coached in the Vestal Youth 
League and then the Vestal

Kuryla is an adjunct faculty 
member at BCC, where he teaches 
economics and accounting. Co- 
vert, on the other hand, is a full- 
time member of the BCC faculty, 
having taught English since 1971 
except for the year and a half 
when he was on leave of absence 
to be executive director of the 
Broome County Youth Bureau.

She has been a floor correspon- 
dent at major political parties’ na- 
tional conventions and has cov- 
ered the Patty Hearst trial, the 
Karen Quinlan case and the Jimmy 
Hoffa story, to mention only a few.

BCC Contract Courses 
Serve 21,000 in Year 


Contract courses, one of the 
latest educational developments 
at Broome Community College, 
continue to grow in popularity 


with area firms, agencies and 
schools. 

Since last April, just one year 
ago, BCC has served almost 


21,000 people by offering 23 spe- 
cially created courses. The 34 
contracts between the college and 
the organizations receiving the 
educational services have totaled 
more than $350,000. 

The purpose of contract courses 
is to fulfill a particular educational 
need that a company or agency 
has identified. Some of the con- 
tracts have been for regular BCC 
courses, and most are custom 
made, depending on the subject 
to be covered. Most of them are 
given at the company site. 

Here is the way some of the 
contracts have developed: 


ress at IBM 


James Beach (ET-62) is an in- 
dustrial analyst for IBM in At- 
Janta, and his sister Charlotte 
Slagle, who attended BCC for one 
year, is now a staff programmer 
for IBM in the Data Processing 
Division in Raleigh, NC. 

Conrad Sloat (BT-65) was re- 
cently named an advisory financial 
analyst for IBM in Tampa. 

Ronald Myers (ES-64) has 
been named manager of metalized 
ceramic manufacturing at IBM 
Endicott.

One company decided that 
there should be at least one em- 
ployee at all stations at all times 
who could administer the life-sav- 
ing procedure of cardio-pulmo- 
nary resuscitation (CPR). So they 
arranged with BCC to train a size- 
able number of employees in that 
procedure, along with standard 
first aid. 


Another company found a need 
for a number of its employees to 
know how to do electroplating, 
another firm found it would be 
beneficial to help its employees 
stop smoking, another discovered 
that improved letter writing was a 
necessity, 


The offerings given during the 
last year run a diverse gamut. 
Some of the 23 offerings given 
have been management issues and 
psychology of management. job 
skills and communication skills, 
personal financial planning, elec- 
trical safety for those who work 
with electricity, smoking cessation 
and blue print reading, to name 
just a few. 


Some of the 15 firms and 
agencies served since last year are 
IBM, Fairbanks Valve, Singer 
Link, Broome County, Endicott 
Johnson, Murray Walter Co., and 
Blue Shield. 

The contract course program at 
BCC is handled by the Office of 
Continuing Education under the 
direction of Dean William G. 
Vick, who emphasizes that in- 
quiries from area organizations 
are welcome. 


Alumni Scholarships 


The Alumni Association of 
Broome Community College is 
giving $1,000 in scholarships of 
$200 each to five graduates of the 
Class of 1981 to help them con- 
tinue their education at a four- 
year college. 

The Association is urging cur- 
rent seniors who are graduating 
to apply for these scholarships by
